A :We chose Cinderella because she is probably 
the best known of all the princess figures in 
Disney's movie history. 


_ A: Creating convincing faces out of LEGO bricks 
requires a real artistic background and an 
understanding of human anatomy. Not 
only does the face have to look good, but 
it has to be on a realistic head, which 
has to sit naturally on a neck that is 
posed naturally, which means you 
have to understand how it interacts 
with the shoulders.....and on and 
on. The face itself is so difficult 
because even a single 1x1 plate 
can make a huge difference. It
